"~ Besides the features of the oid
Inws carried over, Important
changes and additiona were made,
largely for the purpose of siricter
fdforeement and a clearer under-
standing of the providons of the
act, the results of several court de-
clsions belng Incorporated into the
new law. The head tax of $4 un-
der the present law is changed to
$8 under the new, but 1s not pay-
able on hYehalf children under
slxteen years of age who accompany
their father or their mother, The
provigions as to excluded classes
are strengthenesd and extended to
cortain clasess of persons of mental,
physical or moral inferiority not ine
cluded in the old The pro-
viglons as to contraet labor are
